"On  tb«  Dvin*  front,  cnamy  aviators 
havs  bosn  vary  sctlv*  and  have  droppod 
many  bombs.  Tho  brsaklnc  up  of  tho 
Ico  coDtlnuos.  and  the  marshes  ars 
thawing,  ths  muddy  roads  rendtrlng 
troop  movsmsnts  Impracticable. 

"Lively  artillery  duels  have  occurred 
in  several  sectors  In  the  Jocobstadt- 
X>vlnsk  regloik 

"Our  aircraft  have  made  several  suc- 
e— ■fill  nl4*  In  th«  recion  southwest 
ot  Dvlnsk;  Aviator  Lieut.  Brabass 
brought  down  a  dlrislble,  which  fell  In- 
side the  enemy's  lines. 

"South  of  the  Dvlnsk  region,  the  hos- 
tile artillery  developed  a  violent  fire  in 
the  region  of  Vidsy.  north  of  Lake  Mlad- 
slol.  as   well  as  in   the  region   between 
•  Lakes   Mladxlol   and   Norocs. 

"Aeroplanes  flew  over  a  great  part 
of  General  Everts'  front,  dropping  many 
bombs. 

Maay  Htoee  Vmearthed 

"IB  the  Upper  Btrlpa  region,  our 
•oouts  dispersed  enemy  working  parties, 
wrecking  trenches  which  were  under 
construction. 

"During  the  occupation  of  the  village 
of  Bverjkovce  we  unearthed  43  land 
mines  and  seised  many  cartridges,  rifles, 
and  hand  grenades.  Yeiterday  the  ene- 
my tried  to  recapture  the  village,  but 
was   repulsed. 

"In  the  Black  Sea  our  submarines 
sank  near  the  Boaphoriis  a  steamer 
whirh  was  being  escorted  by  a  torpedo 
boat  of  the  Millet  type  and  ilestroyed 
11  sailing  ships  loaded  with  coal.  One 
of  our  ships  of  the  lino  bombarded  at 
long  range  the  cruiser  Breslau.  which 
rapidly  withdrew. 

"On  the  Caucaslsn  front  In  the  coast 
region  the  Turks  again  attempted  to 
atlark  us,   but  all   their  attrmpis  falloil. 

"In  the  region  of  the  Upper  Tchoruk 
eur  forcen  progressed  westward,  dlH- 
lodglng  Turkish  troops  from  positions 
which  they  had  ecoupied. 

"In  the  Terjane  valley  tho  enemy  at- 
tacked along  an  extended  front,  but  was 
repulsed."

LONDON.  April  7.— Accordlns  to  dis- 
patches from  Petrograd,  the  Turkish 
attack  on  the  right  flank  of  the  Rus- 
sian army  In  the  Caucasus,  which  was 
reported  in  Wednesday's  Russian  ofll- 
clal  oooimunlcation,  occurred  So  miles 
west  of  Trebiaond  near  -the  spot  where 
the  hospital  ship  Portugal  was  tor> 
pedoed. 

The  Turkish  Infantry  engaged  In 
these  o|>eratlonB  wan  under  the  com- 
mand of  Halll  Bey.  and  comprlned.  sev- 
eral divisions.  Including  reinforcements 
from  the  Oalllpoll  Peninsula. 

The  Turklsti  attack  In  this  district 
Indicates  that  this  particular  army  con- 
trived  to  maintain  its  cohesion  after 
the  Rrserum  disaster,  and  has  succeed- 
ed In  eluding  the  vigilance  of  the  Rus- 
sian coast  patrol  ships,  which  had 
hoped  to  cut  off  the  escape  of  the  Kr- 
serum  armies  in   this  direction.

Attack  in  Vicinity  of  Brenta 
Repulsed,  With  Many  Cas- 
ualties —  Austrians  Report 
Recapture  of  Trenches, 


ROMK.  April  •.—The  offlclal  com- 
munloatlon  Issued   tonight  sayft: 

"Our  detachments  are  active  along 
the  front  from  Htelvlo  to  Oiudlcarla. 
There  have  been  artillery  duels  from 
Oartfa  te  upper  Anllro.  In  th*>  Hugana 
Valley  there  have  tieen  artillery  en- 
gagements. In  the  Bone  of  the  I^r- 
ganaa  torrent  In  the  vicinity  of  Bren- 
ta, the  enemy  was  repulsed  with  seri- 
ous  losses. 

"In  the  tapper  Isonso  rain  and  fog 
hindered  operations,  except  that  artil- 
lery fire  has  been  intense  mi  the 
heights  northwest  of  Uorlala.  On  the 
Oarso  on  Tuesdsy  night  we  repulsed 
two  email  attacks  on  Vonte  Man  Mi- 
chele." 


BRRLIN.  Aprtl  «.— The  following  of- 
flclal statement  was  Issued  from  Vien- 
na today: 

"The  trenches  roceally  taken  by  the 
Italians  east  of  Bella  have  been  com- 
pUtely  eleare«  of  the  enemy.

IXyNDON,  April  7.— The  reaignatlon 
of  Lord  Montagu  of  BeauHeu  as  a 
member  of  the  Joint  naval  and  military 
board  In  control  of  aerial  service  la 
announced   by    the   morning   napers. 

The  resignation  of  the  ram  of  Derby 
as  chairman  of  the  tward  was  an- 
nounced by  The  Kvenlng  Btandard  yea- 
terday  afternoon. 

According  to  the  newspapers.  Lord 
Montagu,  like  the  l-:ar|-of  Derby,  Is  dis- 
satisfied with  the  limited  powers'  of 
ths  aerial  service  board.  It  ia  said 
that  both  the  Karl  of  Derby  and  Lord 
Montagu  wanted  the  centralisation  and 
co-ordination  of  the  air  ssrvice  Into  a 
single  department.

WRITES  IIITER 


Asks  for  Better  Treatment  of 
Country  by  Entente  Allies — 
,  Denies    Reports   of   Secret 
Hostile  Designs. 


LOND<.)N.  April  7.— Prince  NIcholaa 
of  Ureece,  In  a  letter  to  Lord  Burnham. 
pleads  for  better  treatment  of  Ureece 
by  the  Entente  Allies.     He   says: 

'The  great  grievance  of  the  Oreekn 
Is  that  their  maritime  communications 
have  tMen  paralysed  to  auch  an  extent 
that  the  country  hRH  repeatedly  been  on 
the  verge  of  starvation.  Ever  since 
Uerman  submarines  made  their  appear- 
ance In  the  Mediterranean  and  Aegean 
Heas  the  rumor  persistently  has  been 
set  afoot  that  they  had  t>aees  in  Greek 
waters.  Buch  persistence  would  be  ex- 
plicable If  these  boats  needed  to  have 
their  base  close  to  the  radius  of  ac- 
tivity. Proof  to  the  contrary  Is  thattt 
is  commonly  Iwlieved  that  the  Arabs 
In  Kaypt  and  Tripoli  were  supplied  with 
arms  ahd  ammtinltlon  direct  from  Pola 
by  submarines." 

The  letter  mentions  as  an  aggravate! 
Instsnce  of  the  Allies'  rigorous  control 
of  Greek  ccAnmerce,  the  case  of  a  ahlp 
carrying  a  quantity  of  telephone  ap- 
paratus from  America  for  use  in  the 
palace  of  King  Constanttne.  The  same 
ship,  the  letter  annertK,  carried  as  pas- 
sengers General  Moschopolon.  command- 
er of  the  Molonica  army  corps,  with  all 
of  his  staff,  but  despite  the  atanding 
of  these  pagsensern.  the  ship  was  taken 
into  Mudros  and  detained  there  many 
hours  without  sdequate  reason.  The 
Irtter.  after  a  reference  to  lhi<  cinae 
ties  between  Great  Britain  and  Greece, 
•ays: 

"The  Greek  nation  Is  under  the  pnin- 
tul  InipresHinn  that  full  justice  has 
not  been  done  (hem.  and  the  Greeks  re- 
Mrnt  accusations  consisntly  made 
against  Greece  of  not  having  kept  the 
Grero-l4erblan  treaty  and  of  festering 
hostile  Intentions  towsrds  the  Entente 
Allies.  espccUlly  the  AMIed  srmy  in 
Mscedonts.  lispplly  however.  It  sp- 
peaiV  (hat  the  public  haa  begun  to  ap- 
preciate  matters   more  Justly. 

"The  absurdity  of  secret  hnatll*  de- 
signs seem  to  be  l>ecomlng  aelf-evident. 
A  study  of  the  case  has  made  It  clear 
that  neither  the  aplrit  nor  the  letter 
of  the  Greco-Serblan  treaty  obliged 
Ureece  to  Intervene,  while  from  a  prac- 
tical polat  of  view  li  k»  obvious  that 
such  Intervention  would  have  brought 
disaster  for  Greece  and  ne  material 
benetit   to  Serbia. 

Ureece  on  aeveral  eoraslons  offered 
te  piscs  herself  at  the  diapoaal  ef  the 
Katente  Allies,  and  these  of  fere  were 
eacrltlced  to  a  chimerical  desire  to  be- 
friend other  powers.  Kvsry  unblseed 
ofilooher  ree«cnlaaa  ttet  the  Mellenlo 
general  staff  aeted  purely  eei  military 
grannda  when.  In  February,  ltl».  they 
feretold  th*.  rallure  of  the  first  Dar-

SEVERE  STRUOGLES 

ON  VERDUN  FRONT 


French  Troops  Recapture 
Ground  in  Vicinity  of  Dou- 
aumont — Germans  Reach 
Haucourt. 


LONDON.  April  •.—The  BritUh  offi- 
cial atatement  on  the  campaign  la  the 
Western    sone   issued    tonight  rends: 

"Early  this  morning,  afte^  a  very 
heavy  bombardment,  the  snenay  strong- 
ly atUcked  our  new  tranchee  at  Bt. 
HSoi.  The  flghtlng  proceeded  all  day 
and    still    continuea. 

"At  Hooge  a  email  raiding  party 
which  entered  our  trenchea  waa 
promptly  ejected,  suffering  several  casu- 
alties. The  artillery  of  both  sides  haa 
been  active  about  Lievia,  Lena  and 
aouth    of   Boeslnghe."

|>ARIS,  April  «. — French  troops  In 
hand-to-hand  flghtlng  southwest  of 
Fort  Douaumoiit  today  carried  German 
underground  passages  and  works  along 
a  front  of  600  metres  to  a  depth  of 
about  SOO  metres.  A  violent  bombard- 
ment waa  directed  by  the  Gernuuia  to 
the  east  of  ths  Mouse  against  Cots  du 
Polvre,  but  the  French  curtain  of  fire 
prevented  an  infantry  attack,  accord- 
ing to  the  French  official  statement  is- 
sued by  the  French  War  Office  tonight. 

The  text  ot  the  statement  reads: 

"In  the  Argonne  we  exploded  a  mine 
In  the  region  of  Vauquols. 

"To  the  west  of  the  Meuse  the  Ger- 
mans continued  to  bombard  persistent- 
ly the  Bethlncourt  salient  and  tho  vil- 
lagea  of  Eanea  and  Montavllle. 

"To  the  eaat  of  the  Meuse.  Cote  du 
Polvre  was  subjected  during  the  course 
of  the  day  to  a  violent  bombardment, 
which  Indicated  an  attack,  but  our  cur- 
tain of  fire  prevented  the  enemy  from 
setting  out   from   his   trenches. 

"To  the  southwest  of  Fort  Douau- 
mont  a  seriea  ef  small  engagements  ef 
a  hand-to-hand  nature  enabled  eur 
troops  to  pmaress  In  the  underground 
passages  and  works  ef  th4  enemy  on  a 
front  of  (00  metres  to  a  depth  of  more 
than   200   metres. 

"A  counter-attack  delivered  by  the 
enemy  at  the  end  of  the  day  complete- 
ly failed. 

"In  the  Woemre  our  batteries  con- 
centrated their  fire  on  Varloua  points 
of    the    enemy's    front 

"In  Lorraine  our  artillery  displayed 
activity  to  the  east  of  Lunevllle,  be- 
tween the  Vecouse  River  and  the  Vos- 
ges. 

"There  is  ne  other  event  to  report  on 
the  rest  of  the  front  except  the  usual 
cannonading. 

Many  Air  Ooabata 

"During  the  month  of  March  our 
avlatora  displayed  much  activity  along 
tho  whole  front,  i>artlcularly  In  the  re- 
gion of  Verdun.  In  the  course  of  nu- 
merous aerial  combats  thirty-one  Ger- 
man aeropianea  were  brought  down  by 
our  pilots,  nine  of  which  fell  in  flamea 
or  craahed  to  the  ground  within  our 
lines. 

"No  doubt  exists  regarding  the  fate 
of  the  other  twenty-one  aeroplanes 
which  our  pilots  had  attacked  within 
the  enemy  lines.  Twelve  of  these  were 
Seen  In  flamea  and  were  driven  dbwn 
In  spirals  onder  the  Are  of  our  avlatora. 

"In  addition,  four  German  aeroplanes 
were  brouRht  down  by  our  special 
aruns,  one  of  them  within  our  lines  in 
the  environs  of  Avocourt,  and  the  oth- 
er inaide  the  enemy  lines— one  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Sulppes,  one  near  Nou- 
vlon   and'one    near   Bte.    Marte-a-Py. 

"To  this  total  of  thlrty-flvs  German 
aeroplanes  dsstroyed  during  the  month 
of  March,  ahould  t>e  oppoaed  the  nomber 
of  our  aerial  leases,  which  reached  13 
aeroplane^,  as  follows:  One  French 
seroplane  brought  down  Inside  our  lines, 
and  twelve  French  aeroplanes  brought 
down   within    the   German   lines. 

"The  great  dlspro|>or(lon  between  the 
falls  effected  within  the  French  line* 
and  thoee  within  the  enemy  lines,  with 
reference  to  French  snd  German  aero- 
planes. Is  signlflcant.  Accordlns  to  a 
dooumsnt  found  on  a  prisoner,  Gernaan 
pilots  received  the  order  to  cross  their 
own  lines  ss  little  an  possible.  The  re- 
sults of  Ibe  month  of  March  prov«  on 
the  other  hsnd  that  our  pursuit  aero- 
planes have  flown  constantly  over  the 
territory  of  the  adversary  aeeklng  com- 

The'vftelglan  official  communication 
reada :

THINK  ZEPPELIN 

WAS  DISABLED 


LONIXIN.  April  7. — One  of  the 
Zeppelins  which  look  part  la  the 
raid  on  Wednesday  night,  accord- 
ing to  The  Times,  received  a 
vital  hit  from  the  anti-aircraft 
artillery,  and  Is  believed  to  have 
fone  dpwn  at  aea.

Germans  Hold  That  Submarine 
War  Must  Not  Be  Limited 
by  Them— Talk  of  "Justi- 
fied Interests." 


BERLIN,  April  8,  tIs  London,  April 
•• — An,  offlclal  report  of  the  submarine 
diacussion  In  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee of  the  Reichstag,  published  to- 
day, glvea  new  deUlls  regarding  the  at- 
titude of  the  committee  itself  as  voiced 
by  the  nationalist.  Msjor  Ernest  Bas- 
sermann,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  fac- 
tion urging  an  extended  use  of  sub- 
marines, who  drafted  the  report. 

The  earlier  reports  of  tho  conunittee'a 
dellDerations  wero  from  Government 
sources.  Major  Uaasermann.  In  his  re- 
port, deslares  that  the  i^esolutl«(R  of  the 
cunuDlttee  Intended  lb  etpreso  neither 
confldenco  nor  lack  of  confldencs  in  the 
Government,  nor  tu  criticise  the  earlier 
conduct  of  the  submarino  campaign,  but 
only  to  bring  out  the  belief  in  the  Reichs- 
tag that  the  submarine  weapon  could 
be  used  as  an  effective  means  of  meet- 
ing Great  Britain's  methods,  and  win- 
ning a  satisfactory  peace. 

Referring  to  the  passage  in  the  re- 
solution regarding  "justifled  Interests  of 
neutral  sutes."  the  report  declares: 
"Even  though  respect  for  Justifled  In- 
teresto  of  neutral  states  is  a  matter  of 
course  in  the  Germsn  policy,  the  com- 
mittee t>elleved  It  Important  In  view 
of  the  agitation  among  neutrals  stirred 
up  by  England,  to  declare  expressly 
that  the  justifled  interests  will  be  Uken 
Into  account,  just  as  naturally  as  we 
Germsns  will  know  how  to  refuse  to 
comply  with  unjustiflable  neutral  de- 
mands. 

"In  adopting  this  decision,  the  com. 
mittee's  guiding  thought  was  to  give 
renewed  proof  at  home  and  abroad  that 
the  Relchstac  In  (his  desperate  war  for 
German  existence  regards  unity  as  so 
Important  thst  doubt  and  far-reaching 
deeire  must  give  way  before  it."

OTTAWA.  April  6.— That  there  will 
be  no  publicity  In  connection  with  the 
collection  uf  the  new  war  taxes,  ex- 
cept through  Parliament,  waa  made 
•  iear  during  a  discussion  of  Bir  Thos. 
White's  war  taxation  bill  In  ths  Com- 
mons  this  evening. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Blnclalr,  of  Guysboro.  and 
Mr.  E.  M.  Macdonald,  of  Plctou.  both 
urged  upon  the  Minister  the  view  that 
details  of  the  taxation  tmpoaed  should 
be  msde  Just  ss  easy  of  access  as  muni- 
cipal roliH  of  taxation.  They  thought 
that  in  order  to  secure  equality  ef  tax- 
ation  they  should  be  posted. 

BIr  Thonrws  White  did  not  think  that 
such  a  course  should  be  sdopted.  Pro- 
vision would  be  made,  he  said,  for  mak- 
ing the  amount  collected  from  various 
Arms  public  through  the  medium  of  a 
parliamentary  return,  were  such  asked 
for.  He  did  not  think  that  there 
should  be  full  and  Immediate  publicity, 
such  as  Is  advocated  by  the  two  Nova 
Bcotia  members. 

W.  H.  Loggte.  I^iberal  member  for 
Northumberland,  N.  B..  agreed  with  the 
Minister.  There  would  be  an  inequality 
about  the  taxation,  he  said,  which  made 
publicity   undesirable. 

Otherwise  the  discussion  on  the  bill 
related  largely  to  the  matter  of  Gov- 
emment  expenditure.  A.  iC  Maclean, 
the  chief  Opposition  flnanclal  critic,  re- 
vlewiHl  minutely  the  estimates  of  the 
various  departmenta.  He  <leclared  that 
economy  coulti  be  practised  In  all  tlte 
departments  and  many  milllona  thereby 
aaved.

CAPTURED  IN  TURN 


Felahie  Taken  After  Success 
Gained  on  Opposite  Bank  of 
Tigris  —  Strong  Entrench- 
ments Are  Overcome. 


LONDON,  April  •.—The  following  ofll- 
clal  communication  regarding  the  opera- 
tions in  Mesopotamia  waa  iasued  to- 
night: 

"General  Lake  reporta  that  the  TIgria 
corps,  under  ths  command  of  Licut.- 
General  BIr  George  K.  Gorringe,  who 
succeeded  General  Aylmer,  attacked  the 
enemy's  entrenched  position  at  Umm-cU 
Henna  on  April  b.  Our  trenches  had 
been  pushed  forward  by  means  of  saps 
to  within  100  yaVds  of  the  enemy's 
position,  and  the  leading  battaliona  oC 
tUe  13th  division  then  rushed  the  en- 
emy's flrsf  and  second  lines  In  quick 
succession. 

'The  third  line  was  captured  by  ale 
a.m.  under  tlie  support  of  concerted 
srtlllery  snd  machine  gun  Are.  The 
13th  division  continued  their  victorious 
advance,  and  by  7  a.m..  had  driven  the 
enemy  out  of  his  fourth  and  fifth  llnee. 

".Veroplane  reconnaissance  nen  then 
reported  that  the  enemy  yiikm  strongly 
reinforcing  his  entrenchments  at  the 
Felahie  and  Bannayyat  positions,  re- 
spectively 6,000  and  IZ.OOO  yards  from 
the  front  trenches  at  Umm-el-Henna. 
As  thsee  positions  could  only  be  ap- 
proached over  very  open  ground.  General 
Gorridge  ordered  that  a  further  attack 
be   deferred    until    evening. 

"In  the  meantime,  on  the  right  bank. 
the  3rd  dIvUlon.  under  General  Keary, 
captured  the  enemy's  trenches  opposite 
the  Felahie  position.  During  the  after- 
noon the  enemy  on  this  bank  made  n 
strong  counter-attack  with  infantry  and 
cavalry,  supported  by  guns.  By  oeunter* 
attack  we  successfully  repulsed  this, 
and  tho  positions  won  were  consolidated. 
About  •  p.ni.  General  Gorringe  continued 
his  forward  movement  en  tlw  left  bank 
and  carried  the  Kelahle  ponltlona. 

"The  re^rta  indloate  that  the  L'mm* 
el-Hendn  peeiaoit  waa  atrengly  en- 
trenched,  its  left  flsnk  resting  en  the 
Muwachl  marah  and  Its  right  on  the 
river.  The  front  trenches  are  etated  to 
be  nine  feet  deep,  and  the  Whole  system 
extended  en  successive  llnee  for  depthn 
ef  f.loo  yards."

WA^HINQTpN,  ApHl  •.— Reporta  of 
Atnerlean  nav4l  attaohea  aaytpg  metal 
fragmenta  foond  on  the  Channel  ateaniar 
Suaaex  bore  dtvUacttvo-  marklnga  show- 
ing them  to  be  parte  of  a  Qerman  tfr- 
pedo.  and  dlapatchea  telling  of  acorea  of 
submarine  attarlta  on  neutral  and  other 
unarmed  merchant  ahlpa,  within  the  last 
two  weeka,  were  studied  at  conferences 
today  between  Presldant  Wilson,  Col.  E. 
M.  House,  and  members  of  the  cabinet. 

The  attaches'  reports  are  regarded 
here  as  virtually  conclusive  proof  that 
the  Sussex,  which,  carrying  26  Amer- 
ican cittsens.  was  attacked  In  violation 
of  solemn  and  reiterated  assurances 
given  the  United  SUtes  by  Germany. 
With  this  fact  apparently  established.  It 
la  generally  conceded  that  the  United 
UUtea  Is  confronted  by  a  aituatlon  more 
grave  than  any  Which  has  arisen  alace 
the  outbreak  of  the  war.

It 
waa  declared  that  word  from  Berlin  waa 
being  awaited  not  ao  much  because  In- 
formation aa  to  what  happened  la  want- 
ed, but  to  give  Oermany  an  opportunity 
to  preaent  her  veralon  and  to  say  wbat 
was  done  about  It.

Former  President  Way  Be 
Candidate  if  National  Re- 
publican Convention  Adopts 
Platform  to  Suit  Him. 


OTSTER  BAT,  N.  T.,  A»rll  «.— Mr. 
Theodore  'Roosevelt  haa  virtually  an- 
nounced his  candidacy  for  the  Repub- 
lican nomination  for  President.  This  Is 
the  Interpreutlon  put  today  oa  an  Inter- 
view In  which  the  Colonel  defined  Just 
what  klad  of  a  programme  the  national 
Republican  convention  ahould  adopt  If 
It    wants   him. 

But  there  la  another  view  of  the 
Roosevelt  statement.  That  Is,  that  the 
former  President  felt  that  the  time  had 
arrived  when  he  should  announce,  not 
a  peraonal  candidacy,  but  a  platform  of 
princlplea  which  he  alone  flta. 

According  to  this  view,  the  Repub- 
lican party  can  do  one  of  three  thlnga: 

1.  Take  the  man  and  the  princlplea, 
and   the  Colonel   will   make  the  flght. 

S.  Take  the  princlplea  and  leave  th* 
man,  in  which  caae  It  Is  underatood  that 
Mr.  Rooeevelt  will  conalder  fairly  the 
queatlon  of  whether  the  man  the  Re- 
publlcana  chooae  will  be  able  to  oarry 
out   the   principles. 

S.  Repudiate  both  the  man  and  the 
principlee.  In  which  case  the  Colonel 
would  have  recouree  to  attempting  to 
knock  out  their  choice  at  the  polls. 


Protest  of  Lawyer  in  Songhees 
Investigation  Is  Disallowed 
and  Private  Affairs  Are 
Laid  Bare. 


No  eonsideratlon  was  shown  by  the 
public  accounts  committee  to  the  objec- 
tion taken  by  Mr.  Oacar  Bass,  solicitor 
for  ex-Chlef  Cooper,  to  the  effect  that 
the  committee  poaaesaod  no  legal  power 
to  compel  Cooper  to  sUte  what  he  had 
done  with  the  moneys  which  he  reoelved 
through  the  removal  of  the  Indians 
from  the  Songhoes  Roaerve.  At  yeater- 
day's  meeting  of  the  committee  Chair- 
man Watson,  who  had  at  the  previous 
session  stated  he  would  take  Into  con- 
sideration the  protest  of  Mr.  Bass,  an- 
nounced hin  decision  that  the  witness 
Cooper  must  answer  the  questions  put 
to  him. 

Mr.  Bass  reiterated  his  contention 
that  the  committee  had  no  power  to 
compel  answera  He  contended  that 
the  $76,000  paid  by  the  Government 
was  given  to  Mr.  J.  S.  H.  Matson,  who 
wa«  the  proper  person  to  state  where 
that  money  had  gona  Mr.  Matson  had 
appeared  't>efore  the  committee  and 
frankly  testlded  to  the  disposition  he 
made  of  the  money,  and  Cooper  had 
testified  that  the  payments  stated  to 
have  been  made  by  Mr.  Matson  to  him 
had  been  made.  To  go  further  would 
be  making  of  the  committee  an  In- 
quisitorial and  offensive  body  and  Its 
efforts  would  be  subversive  of  all  the 
principles  of  equity.  Mr.  Baas  declared 
that  If  there  waa  anything  wrong  In 
connection  with  the  dealings  of  his 
client  he  would  not  be  there,  and  he 
created  a  laugh  at  the  expense  of  the 
Opposition  members  on  the  committee 
by  suggesting  that  he  might  well  take 
the  stand  that  the  public  aecounts  com- 
mittee was  not  properly  and  legally  con- 
stituted by  reason  of  the  faot  that  the 
Legislature  which  appointed  It  was  not 
sitting  legally.  .

»  bill.  Introducad  by  Mr.  H.  H.  Wat- 
aon  (VancouTeri.  antltul«d  "An  Act 
Raapactlns  tha  Profaaalon  of  Raffia, 
tarad  Nuraaa."  floma  aaotlona  of  tha 
maaaurc,  whan  It  cnma  to  ba  aonaid' 
arad  In  commlttaa.  brought  forth  oppo- 
altlon  aapaoUly  from  Dr.  Teunr  (At- 
Un),  Capt.  HAckansIa  (DalU)  and  U. 
A.  M*«don«ld  (Vancouvar).  tha  aaa«r- 
tlon  baing  mada  that  aa  draftad  tha 
propoaad  Oraduata  Nuraaa'  Aaaoclatlon 
of  Brltlah  Columbia  would  ba  almply 
a  cloaa  corporation  and  vlv^  a  rlrtual 
monopoly  of  tha  nurainy  profaaalon  to 
thoaa  who  wara  mambcra  of  tha  aaao- 
clatlon. 

Tha  Act  propoaca  that  tha  Srat  coun- 
cil of  the  aaaoclatlon  ah*ll  tf  appolntad 
by  tha  Collaca  of  Phyalclana  and  8ur- 
geona  of  Brltlah  Columbia  and  hold  of^ 
nca  until  July  1.  i»i<,  whan  a  naw 
council  will  be  appointed.  Twelve 
membera  will  conatttuta  thla  council. 
Tlie  nrat  twenty  aactlona  of  tha  bill 
deal  with  the  organisation  and  conduct 
of  the  aaaociatlon'a  buatneaa.  The  op- 
position to  the  bill  developed  when 
Section  :!1,  dealing  with  the  qualifica- 
tion of  membera,  waa  rcaahed.  It  read 
aa  fullowa: 

"Every  person  who  poaacaaea  the  fol- 
lowing quallflcatlona  shall,  upon  com- 
plying with  the  requlrementa  hereinaf- 
ter atated,  and  upon  payment  of  the 
aum  of  flO,  be  entitled  to  be  raglatered 
aa  a  member  of  the  aaaoclatlon  on 
froducJnx  10  thu  rttglatrar  documaota 
and  evidence  aatlafactory  to  tha  coun- 
cil  proving   such    quallflcatlona: 

"(a)  Heaidenta  practlaing  the  pro- 
fesalon  of  nuralng  In  thia  Province  who 
are  graduates  'of  training  achoola  ap- 
proved ty  the  council.  Or  who  ai'e 
regtatered  aa  trained  nuraaa  In  any 
other  Province  which  haa  aubatantlally 
the  like  requlrementa  for  registration 
as  this  Province:   and 

"(b)  Are  of  good  moral  character; 
and 

"(c)  At  iMat  twenty-ona  ytera  of 
age:  and 

"(d)  Have  received  such  preliminary 
education  aa  may  be  determined  necea- 
sary   by    the   aald  council;   and 

"(e)  Have  paaaad  tha  examination 
before  the  board  of  examinera  herein- 
after  mentioned." 

Arbitrary  Vowara 
Mi>.  Macdonald  disliked  the  above 
aectlon.  as  It  appeared  to  him  that  It 
gave  the  council  the  abaolute  right  to 
accept  or  reject  an  applicant.  The 
quallflcatlona  were  aolely  auch  aa  the 
council    saw    fit    to   accept. 

Mr.  Wataon  suggested  that  the  aec- 
tlon might  be  amended,  but  It  did  not 
appear  to  him  that  the  aectlon  dif- 
fered in  spirit  very  much  from  almllar 
powers  In  the  act*  respecting  the  med- 
ical and  law  aoclotles. 

Dr.   Toung  stated  that  In  the  Medical 
Act    the    quallflcatlona    of    tha    appli- 
cant  for   admlaalon   were   definitely   aet 
forth.      The    aectlon    in    the    bill    before 
the    House    gave    the    proposed    Council 
very     arbitrary      powers   and     did     not 
state    what    training  a    nurae    was   sup- 
posed   to    be    poasesaed    of    before    she 
could  become  a  member  of  the  associa- 
tion. The  aectlon  would  not  provide  fof 
the  reglatratlon  of  maternity  nurses  as 
puch,      though    they      might    have      the 
training   entitling    them    to   such    regis- 
tration.    On  the  other  hand  there  were 
graduates      In      maternity     cases    .who 
could    not   be   registered    under   the   Act 
I  and    hold    forth    as    qualified    nurses    In 
nil  branches,  although  they  would  be  In 
that  particular  branch.     There  was,  too, 
no  provialon   to   safeguard   the  queatlon 
of    recipr6<-ity    between    tha    Provinces. 
Before    Brltlah     Columbia     threw    open 
the    doora    to    nuraea    from    all    other 
Provincea   reciprocal  arrangements   with 
those  Provinces  should   ha   provided   for. 
l>r.    YounK   also   pointed    out    that    (he 
councils    or      governing    bodies    of      the 
medical    and    legal    societies    possessed 
no   power    to    refuse   an   applicar|l,    pro- 
vided   he   came    up    to   cerUIn   specified 
standards    of    qualification    which    were 
nxed,   and   did   not    permit   any   optional 
action   on    the   part   of   the   boards.      He 
thought   the  auggestlon   to  the  contrary 
made    by    the    member    for    Vancouver 
was  a   reflection    upon    the   tw©  profes- 
sions.     Jt    should    be    provided    that    a 
nur»«e  coming  to  Brltlah  Columbia  with 
qualifications    the    equal   of    the    nurses 
here    thould    of    necessity    he    admitted, 
not    that    they   may   he   admitted    If   the 
council   aaw   fit. 

Mr.    Macdonald,    referring   to   the    L«w 
Society,  pointed  out  that  the  governing 
body    could    not    refuse    A>    accept    the 
appiirallon    of   anyone   who    bad    shown 
himself   possessed   of  a   certain   qualin- 
catlona.      Outside    lawyera    were   admit- 
ted  merely  on   meeting  certain   require- 
ments   and    passing    an    examination    In 
Provincial   statute   law.      There   waa   noA 
option  allowed   to  tha  aoclatya   board. 
AUaew  a  Kra«»ol7 
Captain   Mackensie   declared   no  other 
organisation  poaaeaaed  the  power  ba|ng 
aought   for  tha   Nuraaa'   Aaaoclatlon.    It 
would   ba  a  virtual   truat  or   monopoly. 
It   appeared   the    nufaea   of    Brltlah   Col- 
umbia •did    not     want     oppoaltlon 
would    aea    that    no    mora    nuraaa 
admitted     than     waa    abaolutely     nrcaa- 
sary.      Ha    alao    toilk    atrong    objection 
to   Section    l»   ot  tha   Bill,    which   pro- 
vided    that      only    thoaa    whoaa      naotaa 
were    Inscribed    in    the    ragiatar    of    the 
aaaoclatlon    ahovid      ba    daanad    to     be

Mr.  Watson  stated  ba  A4  ao  wlah  to 
proM  tba  MU  la  rUw  of  tba  opposition 
uaUl  fvrtbar  conaldaratloa  of  tba  ob- 
jaettons  ralaoe  oo«M  tab*  plaea.  and  ea 
bla  anegaaUaa  SltwaaJia  of  tba  — tt"- 
ure  waa  pootpoaoa. 

The  roaaaore  alao  prevtdad  that  any 
member  of  tha  aaaoclatlon  ahall  have 
tha  right  to  use  tba  abbreviation  "SLO. 
N."  after  bar  naia  to  Indlcau  aba  la  a 
raglatarad    nuraa.  Any    otbar    auraa 

ualnc  aueb  doalanatlon  wUl  ba  liable, 
upon  aumaiary  convlctloa.  to  a  ponalty 
not  excaadlBg  |M  nor  leaa  tha^  fl*. 

In  commlttaa  thara  waa  some  dlacua- 
alon  upon  the  tarma  of  tba  Act  to  amend 
the  Constitution  Act,  Mr.  Brewsur 
pointing  to  tha  aectlon  providing  for  a 
ftva-yaar  term  for  the  L.aglalatura  and 
auggaating  a  aborUr  term  even  than  tba 
hitherto  ouatomary  four-year  term,  as 
tbua  more  frequent  appoala  could  ba 
mada  to  tha  alec  tore. 

Premier  Bowaer  pointed  out  that  tba 
five-year  term  Is  In  force  In  the  other 
Weatern  Provlnoea.  Aa  a  matter  of 
practice  It  waa  aeldom  or  never  that  a 
Government  aat  out  the  full  term,  but. 
Inataad,  appealed  to  tha  country  much 
ntora  fraauantly. 

rtaf  e«l  AMNala 
"If  my  frlenda  acrowa  the  way  gat 
Into  power  thara  will  bo  no  trouble  be- 
cause of  thla  flve-year  term,"  auggeated 
tha  Premier.  "They  hava  the  principle 
of  direct  leglalatlon  and  doubtlaaa  will 
be  going  back  to  the  electora  every  two 
weeka.  Thua  they  cnn  get  the  opinion 
of  the  electora  oq  any  matter  at  abort 
notice." 

Mr.  Brewater  aald,  he  waa  pleaaad  to 
aea  that  even  the  Premier  waa  begin- 
ning to  realise  the  advantage  of  direct 
leglalatlon.  At  leaat  he  had  adopted  the 
principle  of  the  referendum  In  connec- 
tion with  hla  prohibition  measure. 

The  bill,  with  other  and  minor  altera- 
tions, waa  reported  and  will  be  further 
dealt   with  at   today'a  aeaalon. 

Mr.  Williams  (Newcaatle)  raised  a 
point  of  order  when  the  Act  to  amend 
the  Naaa  and  Skeena  Rivera  '  Railway 
Act,  1911,  waa  up  for  Ita  third  reading. 
He  claimed  that  the  promotera  of  the 
ooneern  had  not  carried  out  tha  provl* 
aloaa  of  the  Railway  Act,  and  that 
thereby  the  company  had  already  lost 
Its  charter.  He  asked  the  Speaker  to 
rule  as  to  whether,  under  such  circum- 
stances, the  Legislature  could  now  deal 
with  a  bill  affecting  a  corporation  not  In 
existence. 

Mr.  Speaker  reserved  hla  decision, 
and  the  bill  was  allowed  to  atand  over. 
The  aecond  reading  was  given  to  the 
Act  to  facilitate  the  Kxecutlon  of  Truat 
during  the  preaent  war.  The  mea- 
sure will  be  dealt  with  In  committee  to- 
day.  It  provldea  that  a  trnatee  on 
war  aervlce  may  delegate  hla  truat  by 
power-of-ottorney  to  any  peraon  capable 
of  being  appointed  a  trustee  of  a  trust, 
the  execution  during  the  period  for 
which  the  truatae  Is  engaged  on  war 
aervlce,  and  a  further  period  of  one 
month  therMfter.  A  declaration  by  the 
donee  of  a  power-of-attornay  under 
which  the  execution  of  the  truat  Is 
delegated,  that  the  donor  Is  engaged  on 
war  aervlce  shall  be  accepted  aa  evi- 
dence of  the  fact.  The  Act  will  become 
effective  aa  of  Auguat  i,  1914. 

The  Act  raapecting  tha  Department 
of  Agriculture  providing  for  the  depart- 
ment to  be  prealded  over  by  the  new 
minlater  was  reported,  aa  was  alao  tlie 
act  to  provide  free  grants  to  pre- 
emptora  on   active   service. 

At  5:>0  o'clock  the  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor attended  the  Leglalature  and  gave 
aaaent  to  the  following  bills  and  thanked 
the  Houae  for  the  auppty  granted:  An 
Act  to  amend  the  Trespaaa  Act;  an  Act 
to  amend  Chapter  *»  of  the  Statutes  of 
1916;  an  Act  to  amend  the  Lunacy  Act: 
an  Act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
an  allowance  to  John  Herbert  Turner; 
and  the  following  private  bills:  City  of 
Prince  Rupert,  Vancouver  Incorporation 
Act;  City  of  Victoria  (re  B.C.  Telephone 
Company  agreement);  District  of  Burn- 
aby:    District   of   South    Vancouver. 

The  Houae  adjourned  until  2  p.m.  this 
afternoon.

Mid  we  tblBfc  the  auoi  and  eubaUnoe 
of  the  reports  1«  Ui«t  the  Frcncb  are 
demonatretlBf  their  ability  to  maintain 
the  maeterr  of  the  situation.  Certain 
eorameata  in  the  Oeman  paper*  seen 
to  indicate  that  this  view  le  tnakln«  its 
war  la  the  public  mind  and  that  word 
may  have  gone  out  from  Berlin  to  pr»> 
pare  th*  people  for  unwelcome  new  a. 
Fvrtber  waat  the  Allies  continue  to  do 
good  work. 

There  has  been  no  maurtal  change 
along  the  KasUrn  front  for  several 
days,  although  It  Is  said  that  the  Oer- 
mans  are  showing  rather  more  aggres- 
siveness than  has  marked  their  csm- 
palgn  during  the  Winter.  They  do  not 
appear  to  have  accomplished  anything, 
la  Asia  Jllner  the  Rusetans  continue 
to  advance,  but  for  some  tine  past 
they  bave  not  been  In  touch  with  anr 
Urge  body  of  Turkish   troops. 

The  Brltiab  force  advancing  to  the 
relief  of  Oeneral  Townshend  at  Kut-el- 
Amara  is  making  decided  progress.  The 
object  of  the  expedition  seems  likely  to 
be  aeoompllshed  without  any  very 
great  delay. 

Perhaps  greitter  Interest  Just  now  at- 
tachee  to  the  probable  action  of  the 
neutral  Powers  In  regard  to  the  Oer- 
Man  Bubntarlne  campaign.  The  sugges- 
tion has  i>een  made  that  these  Qbwers 
shall  conflscate  all  German  ships  In- 
terned in  their  ports.  Portugal  did  this, 
aad  it  is  said  that  BraxU  will  follow 
■ult  Advices  from  Washington  are  to 
the  effect  that  it  is  President  Wilson's 
Intention  to  demand  an  'explanation 
from  Oermany  of  Its  reasons  for  vio- 
lating the  pledges  made  to  the  United 
States.  The  war  against  neutrals  Is 
now  being  waged  by  Oermany,  and  It 
Is  an  amasing  thing  that  this  should 
be  permitted  without  something  more 
than   a   mere   verbal  <9rotest.

What  follows  is  not  polltlos.^  it  Is 
•Imply  an  expressldn  of  a  thought  that 
Is  In  the  minds  of  a  great  many  people. 
Concurrent  with  the  efltorts  put  forth 
by  Canada  to  bear  with  honor  and  efll- 
elency  her  share  of  the  burden  of  the 
#ar,  we  have  royal  commissions  ex- 
amining under  oath  witnesses  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  If  there  has 
been  any  dlehoneety  or  cuipable  negli- 
gence In  the  awarding  or  the  carrying 
out  of  contracts  or  other  matters  re- 
lating to  the  supply  of  material  for  the 
uae  of '  the  troQps.  That  this  has  been 
tliough^  neoesaary  Is  a  aad  comment 
upon  tka  tone  of  public  life  in  CanaSa. 
Tke  mihklng  of  clTarges  or  IntTmatlons 
of  dishonesty  or  wrongdoing  of  any 
kind  does  not  imply  guilt  on  the  part 
of  those  .whos*  conduct  la  challenged; 
hmt  the  public  la  not  quick  to  dlatln- 
guish  between  an  accusation  and  the 
praof  of  It  The  flrst  point  upon  which 
we  would  like  to  lay  streaa  la  that 
ttie  mAklng  of  charges  or  Imputations 
reflecting  upon  the  honesty  or  good 
faith  of  those  concerned  In  publlo 
business,  nnless  tftere  is  abundant  evi- 
dence to  eustata  them.  Is  very  unjust, 
and  is  likely  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
Viarm.  A  stain  upon  one's  honor  can- 
not easily  be  removed,  and  the  repeated 
•BsertloB  that  graft  permeates  all 
publlo  transactions  has  an  exceedingly 
detrimental  effect  upon  the  develop- 
iMBt  of  good  eittaenship. 

We  confess  to  l>elng  of  the  opinion 
that  tbe  publlo  men  of  Canada  are. 
and  always  have  been,  as  a  rule,  men 
of  honor.  There  have  been  some  ex- 
ceptions, of  course,  but  as  all  politi- 
cians are  human,  this  la  not  surpris- 
ing. Speaking  speclfloally  in  regard  to 
nAttani  arising  out  of  the  war.  we 
beHeve  that  no  man  in  a  public  posi- 
tion has  employed  it  to  his  personal 
advantage,  but  the  fact  that  the  Davld- 
aoB  Coaimlaetoa  has  been  sitting  for 
negrly,  if  not  quite,  a  year,  and  that 
the  appointment  of  a  new  commission 
hag  been  found  to  be  necessary  is  not 
calculated  to  strengthen  the  confidence 
of  th»' people  of  Canada  In  the  integ- 
rity of  thoee  who  are  engaged  in 
supplying  munltlena  of  war.  Oar 
etnaen  soldiery  had  w6n  undying  fame 
•■  tke  ftelde  of  Flanders,  and  we  pro- 
teat  timt  II  la  lad«d«ai,  uapatrtetla. 
disloyal  to  them  aad  ia  erory  aeafee 
of  the  ward  wrong  for  con  tractors  aad

As  tlM  Premier  saagMmd  jreaMrday, 
SM.gM  of  the  beet  sMa  la  iMa  ovua- 
try  havq  ealtsted  to  "sUt  the  throat 
of  Prvestaalsm"— to  quote  tlM  aUrk 
language  ef  Oeaeral  Mw«lwe.  Tweaty- 
two  flwassai  of  ear  lads  have  fallea 
fraaa  Uie  raaks  already.  oonOag  under 
the    grim   deacHption    ef    "wastage." 

Tweaty-two  thousand  Caaadlaas  !  — 
dead,  wounded  or  mlaeing  aad  yet  wa 
are  told  that  there  are  hunwn  ghouls 
so  tost  to  all  sense  of  primitive  decen- 
cy, to  aay  nothing  of  patrtotlam  ar  ap- 
preciation or  the  causes  ef  this  war. 
that  they  will  fhttem  ea  the  very  aaaa- 
eye.  taxed  out  of  wa  to  carry  oa  the 
war.  The  rest  of  ua  sweat  blood  to 
keep  the  war  going,  and  send  our  best 
beloved  to  the  front  to  dU;  aad  tlwse 
men — the  charges  allege— cynically  and 
gleefully  pocket  enormous  profits  and 
commissions  out  of  our  blood  money, 
thus  leaving  its  that  much  less  to  spend 
la  arming  our  volsnteers,  and  leasen- 
ing  by  Just  so  much  the  weight  of  our 
Mows  against   the  Oermaas. 

If  these  charges  be  proven  tt\p  Oov- 
emmont  cannot  go  too  far  in  punishing 
the  guilty.  A  more  rough  and  ready 
people  back  their  "war  proflters"  up 
against  a  wall  and  shoot  them.  If  we 
had  shown  a  little  more  of  that  spirit 
when  the  crawling  species  flrst  ap- 
peared in  our  dread  day  of  national 
agony,  we  would  have  fewer  of  these 
sickening  charges  to  deal  with   today. 

The  light  should  be  turned  on  every 
transaction  around  which  there  is  the 
allghteat  shadow  of  suspicion.  L.et 
there  be  no  charges  made  or  Inveetlga- 
tlons  demanded  for  partisan  purposee, 
but  let  there  be  such  an  Investigation, 
or  at  least  such  an  opportunity  af- 
forded for  investigation,  as  will  satisfy 
the  demands  of  our  national  honor  and 
juetlfy  the  growing  pride  we  are  all 
feeling  In  the  name  of  Canada.  We 
will  add  that  the  Qovernment  will  be 
exceedingly  remlas  In  Its  duty  to  the 
country  If  It  does  not  unsparingly  lay 
the  rod  of  a  righteous  indignation 
upon  those.  If  there  are  such,  who  have 
been  guilty  of  dishonoring  themselves 
and   the  community. 
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Many  persons  never  knew,  and  aome 
who  knew  have  forgotten,  that  in  the 
early  daya  of  this  Province  it  was  the 
great  region  lying  north  of  the  route 
of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
clflc  Railway  and  onoe  called  New  Cale- 
donia, to  which  the  pioneers  and  ex- 
plorers looked  when  they  made  their 
forecasts  of  a  great  future  for  what  Is 
now  British  Columbia.  Ths  reports  of 
the  Geological  Survey  abound  with  In- 
formation ef  the  most  gratifying  kind 
In  regard  to  this  area,  and  if  any  one 
will  take  the  trouble  to  look  up  the 
Victoria  papers  of  Ufa  and  llll,  at 
the  time  the  Brltiah  Paclflc  project 
was  prominently  before  the  public,  he 
win  find  copious  references  to  the  po- 
tentialities of  this  great  area.  But 
when  the  gold  yield  of  Cariboo  dropped 
oft  and  the  development  of  the  southern 
part  of  the  Province  began,  very  little 
attention  was  paid  to  anything  north 
of  the  Canadian  PaclHc.  This  region 
had  one  per§tstent  advocate,  the  late 
H.  P.  Bell,  C.B.,  who  never  wearied  of 
urging  upon  the  people  of  the  Prov- 
ince the  urgent  necessity  of  a  north  and 
south  railway.  In  passing,  we  suggest 
to  ths  Pacific  Great  Baatem  people  that 
they  shall  commemorate  his  far-aeelng 
wladom  by  naming  one  of  the  stations 
on  their  line,  after  him. 

This  line  of  thought  was  suggested 
by  two  very  Interesting  epeeches  late- 
ly made  In  the  House,  one  by  Mr.  Mao- 
donald,  of  LlUooet,  and  the  other  by 
Mr.  Fraser,  of  Cariboo  riding.  Theae 
gentlemen  presented  a  picture  which 
ought  to  command  the  attention  not 
enly  of  the  aovemment  and  the  House, 
but  of  the  whole  Province.  It  was  like 
reperusing  the  old  reports  of  ths  Geo- 
logical Survey  to  read  what  they  said 
about  the  resources  of  the  great  oon- 
stltukncles  so  ably  represented  by  them, 
and  the  Impression  Isft  upon  the  mind 
was  that  whatever  can  reasonably  be 
done,  to  give  the  pioneer  eettlers  of  this 
region  the  transportation  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  market  their  produce 
and  to  encourage  ot^er  settlers  to  go 
Into  a  country  eo  near  at  hand  aad 
capable  of  such  great  development, 
ought  not  to  be  delayed. 

It  was  doubtless  an  appreciation  of 
the  conditions  above  mentioited  that  led 
the  Premier  to  t^ll  the  public  that  a 
measurs  will  be  Introduced  at  the  pres- 
snt  session  to  ensure  progress  upon 
the  Pacific  Great  Eastern.  It  Is  only 
fair  to  Sir  Richard  lIcBrlde  and  the 
promoters  of  this  railway  to  aay  that  it 
never  was  anticipated  that  necessity 
would  arlss  for  any  assistance  other 
than  that  provided  In  the  oontract  be- 
tween the  company  and  the  Province. 
We  do  not  know  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  asslstancs  required.  We  are  dis- 
cussing the  principle  involved  only.  We 
have  the  fact  that  the  railway  is  at  a 
standstill  owing  to  unexpected  financial 
conditions.  We  know  that  Us  eonstrno- 
tlon  as  far.  at  least,  as  Fort  Georg^ 
will  aervs  a  great  aad  useful  purpoee. 
aad  therefore  hold  that  lU  early  com- 
pletion ought.  If  posalbia,  to  l>e  brought 
about. 

The  imperunce  ef  this  nmtter  was 
brought  strongly  heme  to  us  after  read« 
Ing  the  summary  of  the  speech  of  the 
Minister  of  Lande  on  the  Mil  to  provide 
fWolllttea  for  diaehargad  aoMlera  to  ae*

The  local  Liberal  paper  demands  that 
the  receipt  of  a  commission  by  Mr. 
Hannlngton.  inapector  of  legal  ollloee. 
should  be  probed  to  the  bottom.  What 
Is  there  to  probeT  Mr.  Pemborton  says 
he  paid  the  money  to  Mr.  Hannlngton, 
and  Mr.  HaanlngV>n  aays  he  receiyed 
It.  Both  partlee  to  the  transaction 
thought  there  was  nothing  wrong  about 
it,  and  Mr.  Hannlngton  cannot  even  now 
see  that  there  was.  What  can  there  be 
to  probeT 

That  Mr.  Hannlngton  exercised  very 
bad  Judgment  in  accepting  anything 
from  Mr.  Pemberion  muet.  we  think,  *m 
admitted;  but  that  he  had  any  wrongful 
intent  or  that  the  Provincial  treasury 
.suffered  by  reason  thereof  Is  not  as- 
serted, and  It  cannot  be.  At  the  same 
time,  we  do  not  defend  Mr.  Hannlng- 
tons  course,  and  ws  think  he  will,  on 
consideration,  see  that  he  acted  un- 
wisely. There  Is  no  suggestion  that  he 
ought  to  pay  the  money  back  to  the 
Province;  neither  will  anyone  aay  that 
Mr.  Pemberton  was  not  at  liberty  to 
make  him  a  present  of  any  part  of  his 
eommlsslon;  but  It  Is  a  salutary  rule 
that  public  olBclals  ought  not  to  make 
any  profit  out  of  publlo  transactions, 
and  while  he  doubUess  acted  In  perfect 
good  faith  and  that  the  Province  is  tn 
none  the  worse  position  because  of 
what  he  did.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
be  has  laid  himself  open  to  crltlctem 
through  a  transaction  that  In  the  case 
of  a  private  individual  would  Be  per- 
fectly legitimate  and  proper.  It  ought 
to  be  mentioned  that  Mr.  Hannlngton 
had  nothing  to  do  with  fixing  the  price 
of  the  land,  which  was  fixed  by  the  At- 
torney-Oeneral  after  an  Inspection  of 
the  property.

It  is  not  good  parllamenUry  practice 
to  read  a  speech  no  matter  who  may 
have  written  It,  but  of  late  years  the 
itrltlsb  Columbia  House  has  winked  at 
violations  of  the  rule.  We  confess  we 
can  see  no  great  harm  In  reading,  in- 
stead Qf  truetlng  to  the  Inspiration  of 
the  sBoment  for  the  language  in  which 
a  member  presents  his  viewa  The  ma- 
jority of  mankind  are  not  blessed  with 
facility  of  speech,  and  It  Is  surely  bet- 
ter ttot  they  should  prepare  before- 
hand the  exact  phraseology  of  what 
they  wish  to  say.  If  a  member  does 
thla,  or  gets  someone  else  to  do  It,  and 
commlta  It  to  memory,  he  may  repeat 
It  and  be  within  the  rule,  and  we  are 
unable  to  aee  why  he  may  not  hold  his 
MB.  In  hla  hand  and  read  It  before  the 
House.  It  Is  perfectly  allowable  for 
Mm.  after  committing  It  to  memory, 
to  cast  surreptitious  glances  of  more  or 
less  duration  upon  It,  which  seems  tol- 
erably absurd  If  reading  Is  not  to  bs 
allowed.  It  may  be  of  passing  Interest 
to  mention  that  Mr.  Ooschen,  one  of 
the  ableet  of  British  Chancellors  of  the 
icxchequer.  had  his  budget  speeches 
prepared   for   him. 

But  it  Is  objected  that  members,  who 
read  openly  or  surreptitiously  their 
speeches,  do  not  prepare  them,  but  em- 
ploy Bomsone  else  to  do  so,  and  this 
raises  another  absurdity.  A  member 
may.  In  the  course  of  his  speech,  say 
that  his  views  of  a  subject  Rave  been 
expressed  by.  say,  John  Stuart  Mill  far 
more  forcibly  than  he  can  preeent  them 
himself,  and  he  may  thereupon  take 
up  a  book  and  read  from  It.  Why 
might  not  a  member  of  the  House  say 
that  a  friend  had  expressed  his  views 
in  a  MS.  which  he  has  in  his  possession 
and  thereupon  prooaed  to  read  it.  Taere 
car  bardlji  be  one  rule  for  a  eaae  where 
a  man  Is  dead  and  his  views  have  been 
printed  and  another  rale  where  a  man 
is  alivs  and  his  views  ars  typewritten. 

We  concede,  towever.  that  it  would 
be  very  much  better  If  membere  would 
cultivate  the  habit  of  speaking  with 
only  notes  to  guide  them.  It  may  come 
a  little  hard  to  some  at  first  but  the 
trick  is  not  difficult  to  learn.  It  is 
the  first  ritep  ttot  costs.  And  may  we 
add  that  most  listeners  would  prefer 
to  hear  a  member  present  his  views 
toltlngly  rather  than  tove  him  read 
them.  A  written  speech  looks  well  In 
print,  but  it  always  lacks,  whrn  It  Is 
tolag  oellvered.  the  element  of  spon- 
taneity ttot  cemmands  attention  and 
oarriea  conviction   with  it.

of  this  sum  may  yet  reach  the  original 
owners. 

It  is  expected  that  the  flgures  in  the 
returns  may  show  a  conslderabls  in- 
crease when  reports  are  received  from 
colonial  prise  courts,  especially  thoee 
from  Alexandria.  There  Is  not  the  re- 
moUst  possibility  that  ths  grand  toUl 
will   reach   the  estlmats  of  (SO.000,000.

'."The  comment  of  the  C.P.R.  authorl- 
tlea  and  the  assistant  director  of  aup- 
ply  aad  tranaport.

Mount  Tolmie,  haa  been  wounded  and 
la  now  at  No.  1  Canadian  Oeneral  Hoa- 
pitaL 

CpL  Pearkea  wa«  formerly  In  the 
Royal  Northweat  Mounted  Police,  be- 
ing stotloaed  at  White  Horaa.  Tukoa 
Territory.  Ue  waa  there  when  war 
broke  out,  but  he  auceeeded  In  obtain- 
ing permiaalon  to  anltot  with  the  Snd 
C.  M.  R.  in  March,  l>lt. 

A  abort  Ubm  after  tha  unit  arrived 
at  the  front,  he  waa  choaen  inatructor 
In  the  let  Army  Qrenade  Section,  in 
Prance;  but,  on  requeat  of  hto  eom> 
manding  officer,  he  aubaequently  re- 
turned to  the  C.  M.  R.,  with  which  ha 
waa  aervlng  when  wounded. 

A  brother,  Sgt  W.  S.  Pearkea,  to 
aerving  with  Ihe  ISth  C.  M.  R.  Both 
were  educated  at  Old  Country  public 
achoola  and  oama  to  Brltlah  Colambto 
ten  yeara  ago. 

WOiDED  AT  YPRES 
Al  TAKEN  PRISONER

Pte.  Charles  Gray,  Who  Left 
British  Columbia  Early  in 
War,  Returns  After  Period 
in  Germany. 


Not  yet  twenty,  but  with  a  tale  of 
adventure  auftotont  for  an  entire  llfe- 
Ume,  Pte.  Charlee  Oray.  of  the  7th  Bat- 
tollon,  an  exchanged  priaoner  of  war, 
baa  reported  at  the  military  Coavalea- 
cent  Home,   Stoqulmalt 

Pta  Oray  was  a  member  of  the  Itlth 
Regiment,  New  Weatmlnator,  for  about 
two  yeara  before  the  outbreak,  aad  waa 
with  the  Srat  overaeaa  unit  aent'by  that 
ragtnant.  The  battalion  leaded  la 
FhUM«  on  February  •,  and  Pta.  Orar 
waa  woaadod  and  fell  into  the  Oenoaaa* 
handa  at  the  famous  Mtttle  of  Tprea, 
or  St  Jullen.  on  April  14.  1111.  SHioe 
then  ha  haa  apent  moat  of  hto  time  in 
hoopitaL  He  waa  axelianged  with  about 
three  hundred  priaonera,  raturaiag  to 
Sagtond  in  August. 

Hto  recollections  of  what  took  place 
when  he  waa  captured  are  not  very  dis- 
tinct, after  reoelving  hla  flrat  wound, 
which  waa  cauaed.  he  thlnka,  t>y  a  piece 
of  high  explosive  shell,  aad  deetroyed 
one  eye  The  Oermana  were  advancing 
on  the  trench,  and  there  waa  a  call  for 
more  ammunition.  Being  unable  to  see, 
he  handed  over  what  hashed  left  to  the 
man  next  hlai,  aad  then  the  retreat 
waa  aounded.  However,  he  had  hardly 
left  the  trench  whon  hto  tog  waa  ahat- 
terad.  The  retreat  paaeed  on,  leaving 
him  lying  on  the  open  Itold.  where  he 
remained  for  tour  daya  before  betag 
plohed  up  by  the  Oerman  Red  Croaa. 
During  that  time  the  battle  raged 
around  him,  and  he  waa  unable  to  raaeh 
a  place  of  aafaty. 

Whan  pIcdMd  up.  he  waa  token  to  a 
Oerman  draaatag  stotloa.  where  he  waa 
given  aa  aaaeathatic  and  hto  eye  re- 
moved. Lator  on  he  bought  aa  arti- 
Aolal  eye.  which  coat  four  marka  (about 
a  dollar)  and  la  aa  excellent  piece  of 
workmanship.  The  ealy  ill  treatment 
he  axpertoneed  or  witneaaed  during  his 
stoy  la  Oannaay  waa  when  flrat  token 
to  the  draaaing  atatlon.  There  aa  he 
toy  oa  a  blanket  a  Oarmaa  kicked  kirn 
and  he  fainted.

8tr  Richard  McBrldo,  ox-Premier  of 
British  Columbia,  who  la  now  regularly 
In  attendance  at  tho  handsome  new  of« 
neea  of  Britiab  Columbia  Houoo,  1-S 
Recent  Street,  W.,  has  spoken  of  tho 
completion  of  these  to  a  representotlve 
of  "Canada."  The  dlsorcanisatton  la 
shippinf,'*  he  said,  "affecto  na  all  more 
or  less,  and  we  are  still  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  sovoral  caoos  before  I  oan  say 
that  our  new  headquarters  are  equipped 
as  thorouehly  with  samples  of  the 
products  of  British  Columbia  aa  I  In- 
tend them  to  be." 

Continuing,  Sir  Richard  said:  "Our 
Province  la  in  reality  feellns  very  keen- 
ly tho  scarcity  of  ahlppin*  tomiad*.  Of 
oourso.  It  was  to  bo  ospocted  that  the 
war  would  make  very  heavy  demands, 
but  there  are  commodities  required  by 
tbe  Allies  for  the  proaecution  of  the  war 
which  could  not  well  be  supplied  else- 
where, such  as  dimension  timber  and 
timber  for  packine  casos,  etc.  It  bas 
been  rather  trying  on  our  vreat  wi>od 
Induatrloo,  in  which  British  capital  la 
Invested,  to  soo  supplies  volng  In  larce 
quantities  from  adjolnlns  parts  of  tho 
United  Stotes  which  we  could  havo  sent 
of  equal  quality  and  quantity.  Thanka 
to  the  Imperial  Oovernment,  eapocially 
to  the  .\dmlralty,  some  orders  were  ob- 
tolnod  Uat  Bummer,  but  for  which  many 
of  our  Coast  mllla  would  have  boon 
Idle.

•t"OMONTO,  April  «. — The  revlaed 
rulea  of  boxing,  aa  prepared  by  a  ape- 
clal  committee  of  the  Amateur  Ath- 
letic Union  of  Canada,  have  l>een  aub- 
mltted  to  the  govemora  of  the  uiilon. 
and   approved   by   a   mall  vota 

'fhe  code  la  a  compact  revlalon  aad 
rearranging  af  the  old  regulatlona.  The 
lOH-pound  claaa  replacea  the  141-pound 
division,  and  there  la  eatebUahed  a 
1^ 6-pound  olaaa  above  wblob  la  the 
heavyweight  aectlon. 

Sec.  14  of  the  regulatlona  la  Inter* 
eating  In  tbat  It  makes  clsar  what  ac- 
tion Is  allowed  In  what  Is  commonly 
■nd  erroneoiMly  called  a  ellaeh.  If  a 
contestant  has  both  hands  free  be  Is 
still  entitled  to  hit  an  opponent  wbo  Is 
banging  on  to  him.  Simply  laying  hold 
of  a  contestent  does  not  constitute  a 
clinch.

aembly,  otberwlse  wa  might  find  our 
property  allpplng  from  our  hands  and 
aoatrol,  being  veated  In  aevoral  aeparau 
«orporatlOB8b  which  might  aome  day 
tabe  the  Mt  In  their  teeth  and  defy  the 
Aaaambljr  unless  the  acta  of  Incorpor- 
ation very  carefully  secured  the  con- 
trol of'  tba  Assembly  and  of  onr  other 
church  courts  over  the  aeveral  oorpor- 
atlona  croi^ted  within  our  church. 


**I  am  pleaaed  to  report  that  our 
•bareb,  aa  tbo  great  pioneering  aburob 
of  thla  Province,  la  well  equipped  with 
geoda  and  landa  for  the  sucoeaaful 
proaecutlon  of  Ita  work.  The  policy  of 
our  church  otBcers  and  a  uperln  tendon  ta 
from  Dr.  Robartaon  down  to  the  prea- 
aat  baa  boon  to  encourage  oongregatlona 
at  an  early  date  to  procure  title  to 
tba  landa  ooouplad  for  our  church 
work.  In  moat  cases  the  cbareb  pos- 
aesBss  proper  title  to  her  cburoh  prop- 
arty  in  this  Province.  The  common 
practice  Is  to  bave  the  deed  of  oon- 
veyanoe  made  In  favor  of  local  trus- 
tees, wbo  bold  the  property  la  trust 
for  the  particular  local  congregation 
pursuant  la  most  cases  to  the  Real 
Property  Conv«ysnce  Act  and  the  Re- 
llgloua  Institutions  Act  of  British  C«- 
lumbla.  The  form  generally  advised  by 
our  church  at  large  la  the  Model  Truaf. 
Dead,  a  form  of  which  for  tbls  Prov- 
laoo  can  be  found  In  the  appendix  ti 
the  Bhie  Book  of  Procedure.  This  la 
preferable  as  the  several  trusts  are  spe- 
cifically set  forth  therein. 

"Maby  ot  our  church  titles  are  reg- 
istered under  the  old  system,  which 
still  Is  vsry  much  In  vogue,  under 
wbleb  a  eertUl^te  of  ao-called  'abso- 
lute fee'  Is  Issiled  to  the  grantee  or 
registered  owner.  Under  the  Land  Reg- 
istry A0i  thU  establlahea  a  prima  fade 
title,  bat  has  not  an  absolute  guaran- 
tee of  the  Oovemment  back  of  it.  The 
more  modem  system,  which  is  now 
coming  more  into  vogue  with  many  of 
our  congregbtions,  is  similar  la  effect 
to  what  is  called  In  the  Prairie  Prov- 
Inoea,  the  Torrens  System.  Under  this 
ayatem  a  oertlfleate  of  Indefeasible  fee, 
aa  It  la  called,  la  Issued  to  the  regis- 
tered owner.  Thin  title  has  the  Govern- 
ment guarantee  behind  It,  and  being 
the  highest  kind  of  tttio  Is,  of  course, 
the  one  to  be  recommended,  especially 
where  a  fresh  application  to  register 
Is  being  made.  Registrations  are  be- 
coming more  expensive  thlnge  in  thla 
Province,  and  I  would  not  ask  that  the 
praeent  absolute  fee  titlee  l>e  confierted 
Into  indefeasible  titles  at  present,  as 
thev  can  be  suWoot  to  certain  raaulra- 
menta  of  the  Land  Reglatry  Act     Moat

Work  of  Convention.

apparently  being  made  by  our  people 
to  llquMate  the  Interest  on  mortgage 
loeas.  Tbare  la  ao  ooeaslon  for  alarm 
over  tba  church  property  situation  and 
our  mortgage  Indebtedneea  generally. 
Our  churches  are  feeling  the  atreaa  and 
atrain  of  flnaactai  dlaturbence  and  the 
world  welUr  due  to  tba  great  war,  but 
our  paople  have  been,  aa  always,  very 
loyal  to  our  church,  and  with  the  ever 
brlgbter  prospects  of  an  early  termina- 
tion of  tbo  war,  the  church  haa  great 
reason  to  thank  Ood  and  taks  baart 
for  the  great  things  she  has  accom- 
pllabed  and  for  the  great  tasks  ahead 
of  her,  which  lie  close  to  her  hand. 
As  our  forefathers,  when  hunted  in  the 
maora  and  glens  of  the  Motberland, 
Bovar  let  the  light  of  their  faith  in 
Ood  or  of  tbelr  loyalty  ta  tbelr  cburoh 
grow  dim,  so  we,  tbelr  sons,  will  strive 
to  keep  burning  bright  and  undimmed 
the  ll»bt  of  truth  hi  the  eaaotuarlea

Destruction  of  Their  Vessels 
Can  in  Measure  Be  Offset 
by  Seizure  of  German  Ships 
— M.  Hanotaux's  View.

na  followa: 

If  Oennany  doea  not  auooeed  In 
breaking  at  Verdun  the  Iron  band* 
which  are  compreeaing  her,  ber  fate 
on  land  la  sealed.  Hence  ber  forces 
are  turning  more  and  more  aeaward. 
It  Is  on  the  sea  she  now  must  try  to 
snap    her    chaina 

Ulockaded  by  her  more  powerful  foes. 
Uermany  haa  resolved  to  blockade  the 
world,  belligerent  and  neutral  alike,  by 
aweeptng  the  eeas  clear  of  the  commer- 
clal  sblpa  of  all  naUons  wbatber  war- 
ring or  not. 

The  peaceful  neutral  nations,  wheth- 
er athlrst  for  Impartiality  or  armor- 
platsd  with  indiffsrenoe,  now  are 
traded  down,  terrorised  and  subjugated 
by  Germany.  They  atlll  leave  to  other 
nations  the  honor  of  fighting  for  the 
world's  liberty.  Germany  is  isoUtrog, 
starving,  massacring  them.  Bhe  Is 
sweeping  the  seas  and  high  freights 
aro  mablng  fortunes  for  the  chosen 
few.  But  thoee  who  fight  are  not  auf- 
lering  ao  much  from  it  as  those  who 
still  expect  Intematloaal  treaties  to 
protect   them. 


In  ber  sea  war,  which  Is  now  bar 
IsBt  chance  to  eacape  complete  defeat. 
Uermany  has  two  resources:  First,  her 
submarines:  next  her  high  seas  fleet, 
which  she  wiU  delay  using  as  long  as 
poaalble,  because  once  It  la  destroyed 
she  win  be  at  the  mercy  of  the  con- 
queror. 

Uermany  may  gain  a  aort  of  negative 
maatery  of  the  aeaa  with  h«r  aubmar- 
laaa  for  a  few  montba  at  moat,  becauae 
aa  lonjr  aa  aba  fighta  ahe  can  preund 
ahe  la  not  vanquiahed.  She  accepts  the 
serious  consequences  of  her  type  of 
submarine  war.  Waged  Indiscriminately 
against  the  unarmed  vesasls  of  neu- 
trals It  Is  an  abomination  and  an  odious 
seaadal,  aad  by  carrying  1(  to  the 
greatest  limits,  Germany  breaks  with 
human  kind. 

All  the  neutrals  are  at  the  parting  of 
tba  waya  The  Americans,  wbo  use  tba 
seaa  moat,  still  quibble.  How  many 
Liusltanlaa  must  be  sunk  before  Pr«al- 
deat  Wllaoa  will  adaUt  that  American 
honor  la  apilt  along  with  the  blood  of 
the  people  of  the  Unted  Statea?

The  qaeatloB  waa  formally  braugbt  be- 
fore the  Bynod  by  as  overture  ssat  <• 
from  the  Presbytery  of  Xoatanay.  The 
overture  aaba  the  Oeaaral  Aaaambl|y  to 
appaore  tba  Basla  of  Ualoa  doeumoat 
for  adoption  by  tha  Presbyteries,  to 
earry  on  negotiations  with  the  Method- 
ist and  Congregatioaal  Cburcbea  fbr 
>olnt  theological  collegea,  and  to  ar- 
range for  the  managentaat  of  ualoa  ooa- 
gregatlona  aad  mlaslona 

No  sooner  had  tha  overture  haea  raad 
than  Dr.  Clay,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
anti-union  forces,  moved  that  it  be  paaa- 
ed  up  to  the  General  Assembly  slm- 
pllciter,  that  la,  without  the  Bynod  as- 
preaelng  an^  dednite  opinion  on  It  Bev- 
oral  delegataa.  anxious  for  a  debate  on 
the  subject   were  taben   by  surprise 

"Borne  of  us  in  coming  hero  bave 
looked  forward  to  this  question  of 
church  union  as  tha/moat  Important  aMtr 
tor  to  be  dlaeusae^  In  the  Bynod,*  said 
one  delegate.  Others  suggested  that  tba 
Synod  be  continued  until  tbls  morning, 
so  that  it  might  ba  thraahsd  out  la  pro- 
par  and  sxtended  fashloa,  aa  there 
waan't  time  yeaterday  aftamooa.  Flaal- 
ly  1%  waa  dlaeovored  that  the  Kootaaay 
Preabytery  bad  not  laatvuead  la  dela- 
gate  to  bave  the  Imprtmature  of  the 
Synod  put  on  the  overture  before  It  la 
aant  to  the  General  Aasembly.  When  the 
delegate  from  the  Kootenay  admitted 
this,  the  Bynod  by  a  majartty  voU  aaat 
the  overture  on  is  way  to  the  General 
Assembly  without  direct  eadorsemeot 
indicating  that  tba  subject  baa  not  been 
dented. 

The  overture  from  the  Kootenay  Pres- 
bytery reads:

"'(1)  Approve  and  aend  down  to 
Preabyteriea  under  the  Barrier  Act  tba 
document  known  aa  the  Baaia  of  Vnlon. 
aa  approved  by  the  General  Aaaeteibly 
of  laiB,  unltatia  unltandia  for  adoption 
aa  authoritative  atatement  of  the  con- 
atltutlon  of  the -Preabyterian  Church  In 
Canada. 

~'(a)  Autborlie  and  Instruct  the 
Board  of.  Bducation  to  carry  on  nego- 
ttatVons  with  the  authorities  of  the 
Methodist  and  Congregational  Churches 
with  a  view  to  promoting  cloeer  co- 
operation or.  If  poaalble,  fedaratloa  of 
their  theological  collegea  and  other  In- 
stitutions for  the  training  of  chureh 
workers  and  alao  with  a  view  to  the 
adoption  of  a  common  atandard  for  the 
education   of   the   miniatry. 

"'(t)  Make  adequate  provlaton  for 
the  Joint  overalght  and  control  of  union 
congregatlone  and  for  giving  full  ec- 
cleelaatical  atanding  to  Preabyterian 
miniatera  who  may  aerve  theae  congre- 
gationa  aa  paatora. 

'  *"(4)  Authorise '  and  Inatruct  the 
boarda  of  (a)  home  mlaalona  and  eoclal 
aervice:  (b)  Sunday  Schoola  and 
Toung  People'a  Bocietiee:  (c)  foreign 
mlaalona  to  arrange  with  the  alater 
boarda  of  the  Methodlat  and  Congrega- 
tional Cburcbea  the  fulleat  poaalble 
neaaure  of  eo-operatlon  la  the  Inter- 
ests of  economy  In  men  and  mottey  and 
of  efficiency  of  aervice.' " 

■tiiay  far  VsabtbMlaa 
The  Synod  alao  took  up  Prohibition, 
and  paaaed  a  reaolution  expreaalng  Ita 
gratification  to  the  Britiah  Columbia 
Oovemment  for  ita  propoaed  Prohibition 
Bill,  and  commended  the  work  of  the 
People'a  Prohibition  Movement  to  all 
Preabytarlaa  miniatera.  Tbla  reaalu- 
tlon  reade: 

"This  Synod  desires  to  put  on  record 
Ita  gratitude  to  God  for  the  progress  of 
temperance  reform  during  the  last 
year,  and  to  know  that  OnUrio  and 
the  three  Prairie  Provinces  havs  decided 
to  free  themselves  from  the  liquor  traf- 
fic; we  aota  with  e:(treme  gratification 
that  the  flixecutlve  Council  of  our  own 
province  haa  decided  to  place  In  the 
bands  of  the  people  by  meaas  of 
the  ballot  the  wliole  queetloa  of  the 
Prohibition  of  tbla  traBle; 

"Aad  this  Bynod  do  bareby  oall  upon 
every  minister  and  congregation  within 
lU  bounds  to  themeelves  give  with  un- 
stinted devotion,  to  leave  aa  task  undone 
which  will  help  the  People's  Prohibition 
Movement  at  the  preeent  time;  to  keep 
all  the  forces  of  umperanoe  united  aad 
enthuataatlo,  and  to  foeua  all  the  sptrlt- 
nal  energhw  of  our  people  toward  wip- 
ing out  tbla  which  has  beaa  far  all 
ages  a  dark  atala  upon  our  national 
life,  an  enemy  of  the  boma  aad  the 
cburoh."

8AN  FRANCISCO,  Cal.,  April  «.— Prcas 
diapatohea  from  Waahlnrton  atata  that 
tha  Fadaral  authoritlea  have  been  in- 
formed the  American  ateanMr  EXlna, 
owned  by  Huddan  St  Chrlatenaon.  haa 
l>e«ii  ordered  before  a  Britlah  prUe  court. 

The  Steamer  waa  on  a  voyace  from  a 
Chilean  port  to  tha  Weat  Indies,  and 
Waa  there  to  have  been  turned  over  to 
W.  H.  Urace  St  Co.  on  a  time  charter, 
but  ahe  waa  aeised  by  a  Qrttlah  enilaer 
and  taken  to  the  Falkland  lalanda  over 
a  month  sco. 

Britlah  authoritlea  claim  that  the 
Bdna  waa  lUeaslly  tranaferred  from  tha 
German  flag,  and  alao  allege  that  the 
ahlp  haa  been  carrying  contraband.

When  Sudden  A  Chrlatenaon  acquired 
the  veaael.  ehe  waa  under  the  Mexican 
flag,  and  waa  known  aa  the  Maaatlan.

Before  being  brought  to  thla  Coaat 
by  Jebaen.  she  waa  operated  In  Oriental 
watera  under  the  Norwegian  flag,  and  on 
arrival  here  ahe  waa  put  under  the  Mexi- 
can flag  and  operated  In  the  trade  be- 
tween thla  port  and  Mexico,  but  on  the 
outbreak  of  trouble  In  Mexico,  she  waa 
tranaferred  to  the  German  Mag  with  the 
Idea  ef  keeping  her  from  being  com- 
mandeered by  one  or  the  other  of  the 
warring  factiona  down  there,  though 
thla  waa  only  for  a  verjr  abort  period, 
and  aho  was  again  put  back  under  the 
Mexican  flag.

N.  Y,  K.  Liner  Detained  and 
Boarded  Off  Yangtze  Es- 
tuary When  on  Passage 
From  Hongkong  to  Victoria, 


ifhan  off  Bhaugtipl,  an-  mate  from 
Ifongkeng  to  VleUria,  the  Nippon 
Taaaa  Kalaha  liner  Taiaba  Maru  was 
overhauled,  stopped  and  searched  by  a 
Britlah  converted  crulaer,  aooerding  to 
Captain  K.  Fujimo,  maater  of  the  Jap- 
aneae  liner,  which  reached  pert  late  yee- 
tert^y  afternoon  from  porta  in  the  Far 
Bast.  The  Tamba  Maru  left  Shanghai 
on  Marob  It  and  ahertly  afterwarda  a 
British  crulaar  patrolling  the  Yangtse 
estuary  algnalled  her  to  etop,  and  the 
eommander  of  the  Japanese  ateamehlp 
complied.  After  a  short  delay  three 
ofScera  boarded  the  Tamba  Maru.  and 
after  inspecting  the  ahlp's  papers,  left 
the  steamer.

Quarantine  Regulations  Were 
Suspended,  Enabling  Cana- 
dian-Australasian Liner  to 
Avoid  Delay. 


Making  a  daah  up  tha  StralU  follow- 
ing a  smart  trip  from  the  Antipodes, 
tha  Canadlan-Auatralaslan  llnar  Maku- 
ra, Captain  J.  D.  S.  Phillips,  succeeded 
In  reaching  William  Head  by  11  p.  in., 
up  to  which  hour  ahe  had  been  guaran- 
teed pratique,  and  ahortly  after  mid- 
night ehe  came  to  her  berth  at  the 
Outer  Docks.  It  waa  nip  and  tuck  for 
the  liner,  but  the  best  was  got  out  of 
her  and  with  a  fiood  tide  ehe  juat 
made  It 

When  the  Makura  was  outside  she 
was  advised  by  wireleee  that  one  hour 
before  midnight  waa  the  time  allowed 
for  her  arrival  with  the  alteritatlva  of 
swinging  at  anchor  until  daybreak, 
should  she  be  a  minute  behind  the  time 
set  by  the  quarantine  officials.  It  waa 
7:30  p.  m.  when  the  big  Uner  ewept 
Into  the  StralU  at  Cape  Flattery,  and 
by  a  few  minutes  to  11  o'clock  ahe  waa 
off  the  elation  whlatllng  for  the 
quarantine  launch.  Fifty-two  mliea 
In  leas  than  three  hours  and  a  half  is 
admitted  by  her  officere  to  be  great 
speed  for  the  Makura. 

Capt  PhiUipa  reported  a  eplendld  voy- 
age from  Auetralla.  The  Makura  left 
Sydney  on  March  10  and  cleared  from 
Auckland  on  March  31  with  137  passsn- 
gera  all  told.  At  Honolulu  a  number  of 
tourlata  joined  the  Uner  for  the  final  lap 
of   the  voyage. 

There  were  about  160  paaeengera 
aboard  when  the  liner  docked  early  thle 
morning.  Her  cargo  apace  waa  by  no 
means  full,  ahe  having  only  3,100  tone, 
and  of  thle  amount  only  three  tona 
were  consigned   tb   thla  port.

The  Colonlat  publlabed 
a  aummory  of  the  annual  report  for 
ito  ttoaal  yaag  aadad  Baptamhar  34 
laat  o(  tha  La  Rol  .So.  X.  Umltad. 
which  owaa  and  la  operating  a  group 
of  gold-copper  minee  altualed  In  Roaa. 
land  camp.  The  following  la  a  report 
of  tha  aftaanth  annual  gathering  of 
aharaholdara  of  the  cooipaay,  bald  In 
Lx>ndon.  KngUnd,  oa  March  1.  L<ord 
Kraeat  Hamilton,  chairman  of  tba 
company,  prealdlng. 

The  acting  aacretary  having  read  the 
notice  convening  the  maettng  and  the 
raport  of  the  auditor*^  the  chairman 
aald: 

"The  period  under  review  haa  baea 
chiefly  remarkable  for  the  develop, 
meat  of  tiM  deep-levql  ore  bodlea  and 
tmr  asploratlon  work  Into  the  Olant> 
California  pro|>erty  oa  terma  which 
have  been  arranged  with  the  proprle- 
tore  of  that  property.  The  ora  In  tha 
deep-level  worklnga — that  la  ta  aay.  In 
our  1,400-foot  level  — haa.  I  think, 
proved  to  be  conalderabljr  more  valu- 
able than  might  be  gathered  from  a 
eaaual  reading  af  the  paragrapha  de. 
voted  to  thla  part  of  the  mine  In  our 
manager'a  report.  The  manager'a  re- 
port, of  ueurae.  la  oonflned  atrlotly  to 
the  period  which  ended  on  Beptember 
SO  laat.  However,  ga  our  meeting,  ow- 
ing to  dlOlcultlea  over  tha  reception 
of  accounta  from  the  other  aide  of  the 
Atlantic,  haa  alwaya  to  be  poatponed 
aoBM  Ave  month*  after  the  cloalng  of 
tha  accounta,  the  intervening  period 
comea  fairly,  I  think,  within  the  acop* 
of  dlacuaalon  at  the  annual  aharehold- 
era'  meeting.  It  will,  therefore  be  of 
Intereat  at  the  moment  to  conaMer  the 
development  of  theae  deep-level  bodlea 
during  the  laat  month  of  tho  pant 
year  and  tha  Drat  two  montba  of  the 
preaent  year.  Referring  to  tbe  Report 
for  the  month  of  October.  I  And,  with 
reapect  to  the  Hodney  atoi>e  that  tea 
In  aitu  aamplea  aveiaged  0.57  ounce 
of  gold  and  4.4  per  rent  copper  acroaa 
Afty^flva  Inchea.  Thla,  1  naad  hardly 
point  out  to  you,  la  remarkably  rick 
ore,  extending  over  the  unuaual  width 
of  four  feet  alx  inchea.  I  now  return 
to  the  report  for  November,  where  T 
And   the   following  worda: 

"  'The  South  Rodney  atopa  haa  ncen 
worked  only  on  the  weat  aide,  where 
the  ore  haa  exceeded  expectatlona.  It 
haa  continued  weatward  aa  good-grade 
ore  at  a  height  of  twenty-live  feet  to 
above  tha  westerly  atopad  portion 
worked  la  April,  where  the  mineral  waa 
decidedly  poor'  Then  we  hav«  aome 
aamplea  which  are  laaa  In  valua  than 
thoae  quoted  the  month  before,  but 
which  average  about  0.85  ounce  of  gold 
and  3.1  per  cent  copper  over  flfty-one 
Inchea.

an  entirely  different  thing  from  an  e.\- 
preaalon  of  opinion  coming  from  an  ex- 
conaulting  engineers.  It  Ih  alwaya  In- 
tereatlng  to  ahareholdera  to  know  that 
a  large  and  profitable  vein  haa  been 
expoaed,  but  It  la  attll  mure  aatlafac- 
tory  to  learn  that  ore  haa  been,  or  will 
ahortly  be.  extracted  from  thia  ore 
body  In  aufflclent  quantltiea  to  enable 
the  board  to  declare  a  further  dlvl>, 
dend. 

"Dividend  Proapecta  —  Peraonally 
I  am  not  In  a  po<**oi)  to- 
day to  make  any  foreca.^t  with  re- 
gard to  the  payment  of  future  divl- 
denda,  though  I  feel  reaaonably  con- 
vinced that  we  have  aeveral  potential 
divldenda   in    the    South    Rodney    vein. 

"Shareholdera  may  be  Intereated  to 
learn  that  the  company  haa  enterM 
Into  an  arrangement  with  the  owiicra 
of  the  neighboring  Qlant'Callfornla 
property  under  the  terma  of  which  tiie 
Le  Rot  .Vo.  3  doea  certain  exploration 
work  In  that  property,  on  the  condition 
that  out  of  the  proceeda  of  auch  ex- 
ploration work  the  Le  Rol  .No.  2  ahould 
flrat  nf  all  recover  Ita  working  ex- 
penaea,  after  which  the  Olant-Califor- 
nla  property  la  to  take,  aa  a  aacond 
charge,  a  aum  equal  to  the  amount  re- 
covered by  the  Le  Rol  No.  3  In  reapect 
of  working  ezpenaea,  and,  after  thla, 
any  further  proflta  arialng  from  thla 
work  are  to  be  divided  aa  to  40  per 
cent  to  Le  Rol  No.  2  and  40  par  cent 
to  tha  aiant-Callfornla.

Many  axoellaat  lettara  have 
publlabed  from  aoldlera  at  the  front, 
but  few  have  given  a  more  vivid  aC' 
count  of  a  day  la  the  trenchea  than  tha 
following  latter,  which  appeara  In  T. 
P.'a  Weakly.  It  waa  wrttUn  by  a  young 
cavalry  oOear  to  hia  mother,  aad  do- 
acrlbea  raooat  exparlaoeea  oa  tha  Brtl- 
lah  front: 

Britlah  ICxpedltlonary  Force— To  be- 
gin with,  we  ought  never  to  have  baan 
In  tbe  flre-trcnchea  at  all.  aa  we  were 
only  acting  aa  aupporU  to  another  regi- 
ment, but  thla  rafftment  got  acared  by 
having  the  Oaraoaaa  aapptng  underneath 
tham.  and  ao  wa  took  their  place  for 
the  laat  two  doya 

The  Arat  thing  we  did  after  having 
taken  up  our  poaltlona  waa  to  make 
a  thorough  aearch  far  the  auppoaed 
minea;  and  our  gunnera  located  one 
underneath  part  of  our  linea.  which 
they  reported  aa  Immature,  and  not 
likely  to  go  up  for  aeveral  daya-  How- 
ever, we  evacuated  that  part  of  tha 
line,  and  placed  barrlcadea  at  all  Inlata 
with  a  aufflclent  guard.

About  an  hour  before  I  entered  my 
aaction  of  the  trench  the  Oerraana  had 
acored  a  direct  nhell  hit  there.  ..nla 
had  laid  out  a  aergeant  and  amaalied  a 
dugout,  and  thrown  clear  a  body  which 
bad  been  buried  there  for  three  montlia.

The  thlnga  I  bated  moat  were  their 
rlfle-grenadea,  of  which  they  gave  ua  a 
lot  about  duak — one  hit  the  ground 
above  my  head  and  aent  a  lot  of  dirt 
down  my  back.  Klfla-grenadea  are 
harmlaaa  except  when  they  actually 
pitch  Into  the  trench,  but  when  they  do 

!     They  did  later  on  In  the  evening. 

and  the  reautta  were  carried  paat  my 
dugout  Poor  devlla! — and  they  died 
from  loaa  of  blood  before  we  could  get 
them  out   of  the   trench. 

I  could  not  aleep  a  wink  that  night, 
aa  anfpera  gnd  machlne-guna  kept  iio- 
Ing  right  through  It.  I  waa  two  houra 
on  duty  and  two  houra  off  all  through 
the  night,  and  my  laat  turn  en  me  Juat 
before  dawn.  It  waa  pelting  with  rain 
and    bitterly  cold.

Huddenly  there  waa  a  terrifla  roar.  | 
and  a  thick,  black  column  of  amoke 
ahot  up  about  fifty  yarda  down  tha 
llbe.  The  mine  bad  not  proved  amare'a 
neat  after  all.  We  grabbed  up  rlflea 
and  heavy  atlcka  and  ruahad  for  tha 
eiater  to  defend  It  from  the  enemy.

Uvea  over  the  mine,  but  one  of  our

waa  Inatantty  killed.  He  fell  on  hla 
bomb,  which  exploded  and  knocked  out 
two  more.  After  waiting  an  hour,  we 
decided  that  the  Uermiina  did  not  meiin 
to  come  on.  ao  we  took  it  in  turna  Tor 
t>reaktaat,  after  which  we  gave  tlic 
Uermana  hell  with  a  trench  mort.ir  in 
rctAllation  for  their  rifle  grenading  of 
tlie  night   liffure.

J.  U  MUler,  of  Clay- 
burn,  reported  that  furniture  and 
other  necessities  had  been  sent  to  the 
Atlin  hospital,  while  Indian  children 
and  old  people  had  been  clothed 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Missionary 
Society.  The  value  or  the  bales  sent 
out  was  $849.03,  not  Including  bales 
from  Pentlrton  and  Armstrong,  the 
value  of  which   waa   not  known. 

Prom  the  press  department  came 
this  message:  "We  muat  not  think  we 
can  conquer  by  organising  tho  un- 
Inapired;  we  will  conquer  only  by  In- 
aplring  the  unorganised.  It  Is  or- 
ganisation, born  of  inspiration  and 
led  hy  consecration,  Which  turns  the 
day." 

In  the  course  of  a  report  by  Mrs. 
H.  Pillar,  It  was  t>ointed  '  out  that 
there  was  now  a  need  of  a  planning 
for  the  influx  of  immigrants  ex- 
pected after  tho  war  is  concluded,  and 
this  thought  gave  rise  to  considersblo 
disruaalon.  The  anxiety  of  mothera 
whose  sons  and  daughters  were  away 
from  home,  and  the  consequent  let- 
ters received  hy  the  strangers  com- 
mittee was  also  spoken  of. 

Moa  for  Baat  ZaAlaaa 

A  very  touching  address  was  given  by 
Mra.  I.<>dlngham,  of  Central  India,  which 
went  to  ahow  what  appalling  Ignorance 
there  was  there  with  regard  to  spiritual 
knowledge.  She  went  into  deteil  about 
the  temple  wornliip  and  the  trying  llfo 
of  the  little  glrla,  and  made  a  plea  for 
sympathy  and  Christian  treatment  to- 
wa(ds  the  natives  of  East  India  who 
have  their  homes  In  British  Columbia. 
^^he  went  on  to  dencrlbe  some  of  tho 
splendid  sohlevement  of  Central  India, 
and  apoke  of  how  British  patrlotlam  had 
be4>n  atlrred  by  ita  magniflrent  offering 
of  life  and  treaaure  to  the  Empire  aince 
galled  upon  to  do  her  share  In  the  great 
war. 

There  were  1*7  missionaries  in  the 
district,  and  this  condition  nuule  It  in- 
cumbent on  each  to  care  for  65,000  na- 
tlvea  Chrlstlun  missions  had  an  ad- 
miriedly  largo  part  In  developing  that 
Hplendid  apirit  which  had  been  diaplay- 
«d  by  the  Indiana.  From  fourteen  ala- 
tlona  the  amall  band  of  minnlonarles 
waa  epdeavortnir  lo  reach  the  S.nOO.vOO 
who  lived  in  17,000  vlllagea.  There  wern 
thirteen  organised  congregatlona.  She 
emphaalsed   the   necessity   of  a   forward 


Mlas  K.  McOrogor,  field  socrotery  for 
tbo  Woaten's  Preabytortan  Missionary 
Society,  also  spoke  of  conditions  In  India 
aod  said  that  eno  of  the  prayers  of  the 
children  there  waa  the  following:  "liod 
bless  India  and  Ood  bleaa  thoae  who  do 
without  thinga  to  aond  ua  the  gospel." 
•bo  gave  aome  helpful  auggestiona  aa 
to  bow  tbo  work  of  tbo  society  could 
boat  bo  carried  oa  during  tho  present 
year. 

It  was  decided  that  the  following 
membcra,  repreaentlng  the  W.  M.  8., 
would  go  as  delegatoa  to  the  meeting 
of  tbo  Ueneral  Council  la  Winnipeg  next 
June:  Mrs.  Hugh  Ross,  Nelson;  Mrs. 
Stevenson,  Kamloopa;  Mra.  Inglla,  Kam- 
loopo;  Mrs.  K.  P.  Miliar,  Vancouver; 
Mrs.  R.  A.  Brown.  Victoria;  Mra  Ifi.  A. 
Mitchell  and  Mra  M.  D.  McKee.  Grand 
Korkk,  and  the  prealdent.  Mra.  A.  Lamb. 

Before  the  meeting  adjourned,  the 
following   reaolutiona   were  adopted: 

(1).  That  thiM  aociety  expresa  Ita 
heartfelt  sympathy  with  the  present  ef- 
forts towards  Introducing  I>rolilbltlon 
into  this  Province. 

(2).  That  this  society  express  ite  pro- 
found symi>athy  with  those  who  are 
suffering  through  the  cruel  war,  and  we 
pray  that  a  blessing  may  abide  with 
all  who  have  loved  ones  across  the  soa 
or  preparing  to  go. 

Resolutions  of  thanks  wero  also 
passed  to  the  Victoria  Presbyterial 
Society  to  tbo  ladles  of  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  to  the  soloiste  who  had  enter- 
telned  the  delegates  during  the  session, 
to  the  speakers  and  various  hostesses, 
and   to   tho  press.

Dr.  MacKay  Tells  Synod  That 
Canada  Must  Struggle  for 
National  Purity  —  Decrease 
in  Home  Mission  Work, 


Dr.  John  MacKay,  principal  of  West 
minater  Hall  and  moderator  of  the 
Preabyterian  Synod  of  Brllinh  Colum- 
bia, made  a  plea  for  the  recognition  of 
higher  ideala  In  Canada  laat  night  be- 
fore the  membera  of  the  Synod  and  the 
delegatea  tu  the  Women's  Miaslonary 
Society  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Churcli. 

"We  are  seeing  In  Europe  what  a  bit- 
ter harvest  false  ideals  can  bring  to  a 
race,"  he  said.  "I  doubt  if  any  race  has 
a  greater  substrata  of  tho  milk  of 
human  kindness  than  the  Oerman  race. 
But  the  power  of  the  false  ideal  per- 
sistently hammered  into  a  docile  peo- 
ple has  made  them  a  menace  to  the 
world. 

"After  this  war  we  In  Canada  are  go- 
ing tu  have  a  Hood  of  Immigration. 
Try  ss  we  will,  wo  will  not  for  very 
long  be  able  tu  keep  out  the  tides  of 
people  that  will  press  upon  our  shores. 
Tho  Important  thing  for  Canadians  la 
recognise  at  this  time  in  connection 
with  this  fact  Is  that  unlexs  we  main- 
tain our  Ideals  inviolate  today,  they  will 
not  be  able  to  stand  against  tho  prea- 
sure  from  the  mixture  of  many  races 
with  lower  ideals.  If  these  Immlgranta 
are  not  going  to  have  the  Inaplratlon 
snd  life  uf  higher  ideals  tu  meet  them 
here  Instead  of  degradation  and  death, 
what  is  going  to  save  Canada  from  a 
fate  such  as  Oermany's?  There  la  in 
our  Canadian  people  that  which  will 
answer  the  call  of  the  church  to  higher 
things.  If  It  recognises  that  the  church 
Is  serious  in  its  efforta  in  building  Up 
the   boat    thinga  in   life." 

B.  O.  Tory  Wlokad 

The  Rev.  J.  8.  Henderson,  field  secre- 
tary of  the  Social  Service  Committee  of 
British  Columbia,  said  that  "we  have 
commercialised  aoclal  vice  In  this 
Province  in  the  rankeat  form  on  the 
whole  North  American  continent.  We 
are  renting  our  streets,  buildlnga  and 
aldewalks  snd  educating  our  children 
with  the  proflts  of  the  vice  of  our  peo- 
ple. And  this  wltli  the  aanciion  of 
those  In  authority.  It  la  time  we  rose 
up  and  salil  that  we  will  aaaert  our 
Chrlatlan  manhuod  and  womanhood,  and 
that  that  vile  blot  will  be  wiped  out  of 
our  life. 

"Aa  for  tl)e  liquor  trade  wo  have 
aaked  the  Government  for  yeara  for  a 
fair  chance  at  thfa  groateat  evil  of  our 
land.  Wo  believe  that  we  are  going  to 
get  it  at  last.  Now,  when  the  Uovem- 
ment  has  come  to  our  aid  and  has  given 
us  this  opportunity,  let  ua  feel  we  are 
doing  a  diatinct  work  for  Jeaus  Chriat 
when  we  combine  tu  Wipe  thia  thing  out 
of  our  land.  When  we  do  thin  wo  cut 
the  nerve  of  nine-tentha  of  the  evil 
that  affllcta  our  land." 

Morn  than  ISO  mlaalon  flelda  wero 
cloaed  a  year  ago  laat  Spring  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  for  lack  of  money,  ac- 
cording to  the  Rev.  O.  A.  Wilson,  auper- 
intendent  of  Home  Mlaslons  for  British 
Columbia.  "Todsy  there  sre  thousands 
of  children  in  thia  Province  growing  up 
w4th  abaolutely  no  Chrlatlan  traHiing,'' 
lie  Raid.  "Conditions  sre  such  that 
many  miniatera  have  to  nacrlflce  from 
flOO  to  |200  of  their  nalaries  so  that 
llie  work  of  the  church  may  in  no  way 
be    hindered." 

MIsa  McGregor,  Held  secretary  of  tho 
Women's  Mlaalonary  Society  declared 
that  the  Indians  should  hsvo  better 
mlanlunary   attention.
